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VERY body that catries his eyes int his head, and hath þut an ordinary realou _ 
and underſtanding, may ſee through this fine fpun Appeal of Mr. L'Eftrange; iis 
plain enough, Fhat having rendred himſelf obyoxious not only to particular per- 
ſons and parties of a Nation, but to the Government, and the Peace and quier 

. thereof, by His wicked ard malicious Pen, he would, now, fearing to be called to 
Juſtice for the ſame, endeavour by this his laft Appeal, to palliate bis Crimes and hide his 
Knavery, with this Cloak of ſeeming Honefty, But ar the {ame time, for all his Juſtificatidn in 
Words, he 'takes a wiſer courle, in ſlipping out of the way to avoid Juſtice, and flies from 
thoſe very petſons to whom he Appeals, the King and rhe z Eſtates, As this very AR ſheys 
him notſo very Innocent as he would make the World believe, or that he lirtle confides in the 
Juſtice and Integrity of thoſe to. whonr he had Appealed; fo it might ſufficiently ſerve for 
Anſyer of his Appeal to all the World. However, ſince the Gentlemafi has been ever very 
free of his Pen, and medling where it lictle became him, be may expe& that. ſome who bave 
as lictle to do as himſclf, will alſo find time to return anſwer to his Scribling, and in a far bet- 
xer cauſe, endeayour to unblind the eyes of rhe people, which may be eafily done, and in a 
very few words, in a caſe fo plain and eafie: For truly Mr. £', E. uſes nothing but Sophiſtry, 
and tho' he believes he writes well himſelf, every body elſe is nor of that Opinion, but conſide- 
tiog the Badneſs of his Cauſe, we may give him allowance. In this his Appeal, this Gentleman 
thia'.s, or at leaſt would have others believe, that he bad Juftify'd himſelf by ſhewing you ſuffi- 
cient proofs of his Loyalty and Innocency, brought our of his own Printed Writings, ard that 
way hopes be has ſtop'd the mouths of all his gain-fayers, and rendred himſelf Innocent and 
clear of all thoſe Accuſations laid againſt him ; But ſhzuld we grant all thoſe proofs he has 
brought out of his Printed Pamphlets, robe true «n Terminis, it is not for any of his good Deeds” 
or good Words that he is accuſed, but for the many wicked and fcurrilous, and indeed moſt hor. 
tid and pernicious Abuſes, he has put upon moſt part ofthe Nation, and truly on all that love 
not to ſee their Nation inflaved, ror the Proteſtant Religion ſubyerted : It is pow plain enough 
of what Party and FaRion he has been, and for what end he bas made all this ſtir and pudder 
with his Writings z hoping to blind the eycs of the people, and-under the colour of a Proteſtant, 
fer Proteſtants rogether by the ears, to advance Popery. 

It ſhall not be my work at preſent, to make Roger fight with Z*Eſtrange, and to turn over 
all his impertinent Scribbles, ro ſhew you how contredifory the whole fcope of his writings 
are to thoſe ſhreds and parcels he has pick'd out to Juſtify himſelf withal. I have ſomething 
elſe to do, and it would ſwell this beyond the bulk of a Pamphter, which I intend not; but let any 
one impartially read over his books, and they will finde enough, to oppoſe againſt what be bath 
wrote in his Appeal, in his own Juſtification, when the whole byaſs, and ſtream runs coutitrary :

Bufito our buſineſs; the matter of his Cliarge, which he has himſclf very well drawg up in-

broyling the Kingdom by his Writings. This is the Charge thar' he finds is fixed ow-him, and 
*which be very flendenly 'acquits himſelf of, by bringing ſome ſeeming proofs. out of his awn 
'Wrirings co the contrary : But his Enemies, and ſuch as be hay made to be jultly fg, have 
moreto charge him with than this, cthovgh this hoenragh, and moze than he can ever ciggriy 
wipe off: But as I am none of his Accuſers, I ſhall not fay any moe as to thar pging, how far he 
'has rendred himſelf obnoxious to Juſtice, but only conſider a jitcle, how far he kgs made him- 
{elf Innocent, and how cleverly he has wiped his mouth, and looks demurely and Ft of Loy 
alty, after he has rendred himſelf odjous to a Nation, by hjs Caluganics and Abuſcs.

' of Imagination; fo, by and by, be plays again with the word PLOT. Plots of InterefF, Plats 
4 Paſſon, Plots #0 nndermine Governments, Plots to ſupport them, Plots ſimple, and (ounter- 
Plots,” Plots Feſuitical, Plots Phanatic. and ſuch like frff. And then pag. 4. he plays upon 
Dr.Otes, and as one ſays, ſerenades him, bur as he fays himſelf, improving his Plot, and rai- 
fing a Superſtruure out of his 6wn words, of a Schiſmatical Plot, and this pag. 21. be calls 
the tr anſmigration of Conſpiracy. It would be too tedious.to trace him jn his own Steps through- 
out, neither havclI all his Pamphlets by me, as nar —_ them worth the keeping, that I 
might quote the particular pages, for enough of his Ridicule might be gathered rogerher, and

That all was to no purpoſe. Yet all that read his Dialogues both firit and ſecond part of 
them, will corfeſs that he has not oaly been ſevere upon the Presbyrerians, but has abuſes al- 
moſt all that are not like himſelf, driving on a faction, though of the Church of England, and 
no diflenters, except from the Romiſb Church. He would perſwade the World that he wrote 
thoſe Dialogues of C:# and Bumpken, in Anſwer tothe virulent Appeal, which gave a direR en- 
couragement toa Rbellion, but to help ir forward, he takes a courſe to irritate the —_— 
rians, by making them worſe than the Papilts, and favourers of the Appellants Principles. And 
after he has ſufficiently abuſed the Cirizens, by his Raſcally and Fapatical Cit, he now in his 
Appeal ſecks to cajole thew. But what a buſineſs he makes, what words and diſtin&iors he 
flies to, what Inferences he draws, and what a Grammarian he ſhews himſelf in 2 or z whole 
es to ſalve his Cits Diſcourſe of the Parliament ! and when all is done, the Cloud of Duſt 
e has raiſed, will not put out the peoples eyes from ſeeing his good intentions therein : m_ 
thought the fitting ot -the Parliament a great way off, but now he would mince bis Diſcourſe ; 
then was then, and now is now, it ſpeaks too plain; bis Corceptionsof the Pazliaments nor being 
for his purpoſe. Bur there hasbeen enough ſpoken of this already. _ . - | 
As to the fifth particular, that he bas ſcandalouſly _—_— the late Petitioners and 
the Promoters of them, he would evade alſo by his own felf Quotatior s. He grants Petitioning 
Lawfal, if the thing be ſimply good Peticioned for. If fo, furely the calling of a Parliament 
to eaſe the Burthens of the People, to refihe errors in Government, and to bring offenders to 
Juſtice, is ſimply good in it ſelf, and therefore Lawtul ; and yer he tel!s you it belongs nct to the 
multicude to interpoſe in matters of State, that is, in plain Engliſh, for the People to Petition 
their Sovereign to call a Parliameng, to eaſe rhicir grievances, ſo that he grants, what in eftect in 
the very next words hedenyes. By no means, he will not hear of the peoples Peticioning, ic is of 
dangerous Conſequence, and he tells in many particulars, in the late timcs. Trey began with 
Petit;oning againſt Evil (ounſellors and Grievances, then Pertioned for the Militia, the Kings 
Towns and Forts, till they brought the King to the Block, cAnd after this manner they pro- 
corded now again, p. 18;*what think you, is not this man an Abhorrer of Petitioning ? and is 
not this a rendring the Petitioners, and Pcritions alſo ſcandalous and odious? Then he tells us 
of ſeveral nndue courſes and praiſes, uſed in former times, therefore be ſays, he bas good Au- 
thorigy for apprehending the danger of Popular Petitions. Gaodman, becauſe ſome have been 

choaked with eating P/umbs, none maſt ever cart them hereafter, It che abuſe of any cbiag 
muſt make the lawful uſe of any thing ſuſpe&ed or avoided; we muſt forſake our meat and 
our drink, and our Garments. M-n muſt by no means intermeddle with that they have no 
Skill in; that. is, Petitioning for a Parliament? what has the People c> do wich that? it is the 
Kings buſineſs and Prerogative; Why may not 20c00 Plow. fobbers as well Subſcribe a Petition 
to the Lord Mayor of London, for the calling of a Common ('ouncil ? p. 17. avery good Conclu- 
ſian, becauſe ir is out of the Sphear of theſe Plow-Jobbers to Petition the Lord Mayor for what 
they have nothing todo with, therefore the People of England have no bufiaeſs to Peticion the 
K ng for the ca.ling of a Parliament to eaſe their burthens and co reQihe their Grievances. 


But chough ic be che Kings undoubted Prerogative, to call and diſtolye Pariiaments, we may _ 
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fay, fince the Votes of this Honourable Houle now fitting, has given us newboldnefs, that not= 
withſtanding the aſſertions and Opinions of theſe Abhorrers, char it is the undoubred Kight of 
the People of Exgl/and, humbly to Petition their Sovereign, when Grieved, for the calling of a 
Parliament, and t> redreſs their Grievances. _ But Mr. L”E/irange doth not abuſe the late Pe- 
titioners by no means ; have a care of that, he abuſcs no body, though he gives them never ſo 
vile terms, and renders them odious and ridiculous. Ce (ys, p, 2. ſpeaking of Subſcriprions, 
There was hardly a Reg1ittr about the Town that eſcaped us for Names, Bedlam, Bridewell, all 
the Pariſh Books, nay the very Goals and Hoſpitals, we had our eAgents at all publick meetings, 
{onrts, Church, Change, and all the Schools up and down, Maſters underwrit for their Chil= 
aren and Servant», Women for their Hucbands in the Weſt Indies, nay we prevail'd upon ſome 
Parſons to engage for their whole Congregation ? we took in Jack Strow, Wat Tyler, and the 
whole Legend of Poor Robins Saints into our Liſt of Petitioners, and ſome Names ſerved us for 
4 or 5 ſeveral places. eAnd tben Bumpkin replies ; and you ſhall ſee how now that we were put 
to our ſhifts in the Country, as well as you m the City, [ was: employed, you muſt know to get 
N ames at 4 ſhillings an hundred, and 1 had all my rea' ſubſcriptions written at ſuch a diſtance one 
from another, that [ could eaſily clap is a name or two, betwixt them, and then 1 got as man 
School-boys as I could to nnderwrite af.er the ſam? mainer, and after this 1 full*d #p all thoſe 
ſpaces with Names, that I either remembred or mvented my ſelf, or conld get out of 2 or 3 
Chriſtening Books. There are a World you know of Smiths, Browns, Clarks, Walkers, Woods, 
fo that Ifurniſhed my Catalogue with a matter of 504 piece of theſe Sir. Names, which I Chri- 
ftned my ſelf. And beſides we had all the Non-( vnformiſt Minifters in the Conntry for us, and 
they brought in a power of Hands, Taus the Gentieman plays with the Peticions, and ſhews his 
abborrency of Peritioning, ſeeking to deter the People from uſing their modeſt Rights in Peti- 
tioning their Sovereign, But now, if all, or moſt of theſe {currilous chings, which he bas 
made Cit and Z--mphin (ay, be falſe ; and fallly applyed to, and fixed upon the late Peritioners, 
is noe this man Guilty of ſcandalouſly mifreprefenting the late Petitioners, and the Promoters 
of the late Petitiops ? let all the World judge. 

To the laſt of his Charge he ſays, That be 15 .extreamly out of bis Meaſures, to be ftill (rea- 
ring miſunderſtandings in the very Att of engeavouring either to rettifie or prevent them. eAnd 
to be indangering the Peace of the Kingdom, in the deſign of apts, bas No doubt bur 
Mr. L'Eſtrange is the unhappy man, it thoſe were his mealures, asto be utterly miſtaken in 
them, for I know not what could have created a greater milunderſtanding, or more tended to 
the embroyling of the Nation : Net in aſſerting the Law and Government again#t all Oppoſers, 
4 he wor!!d make you believe, but in ridiculing the Plot, abuſing the Kings Evidence, writing 
againſt Pericioning, railing againſt the Presbyterians, and raking in all the old Dunghills. oe 
by Laing open the Malice of many bold Libells againſt his Majeſties Perſon, eAuthority and Go- 
ver. ent, but by railing againſt every body that gives an Anſwer to his Scurrilous Pamphlets, 
and by abufing all that he believes not of bis way and Faction : ».t by maintaining the Apo- 
ftolical Order and Conſtitution of the (ourch againit Schiſm, but in rendring the whole body of 
Difſenters odious, faQtious and ſeditious. or by maintaining the Powers and Privitedges of 
the State, againſt all Principles of Sedition, but by making his (5 and Bumwpkins to blow a- 
bout the Coals of Sedition. Mot by inculcating Reverence aud Obedience to Superiours, but by 
abuſing, ſcoffing ar, and terrifying Inferiours. Not by recommenaing the Bleſſings and Duties 
of Unity, but by widening the breaches, and making greater the gap of Ditlſention. Theſe 
are the things that have created ill blood, and have tended ro the embroyling the Kingdom, 
but whether defignedly, or whether he miſtook his meaſures, I ſhall not ſay. 

The next thing he pales to, is to give you a ſ{currilous Deſcription of the Quality of his Li- 
bellers as he calls them; for all thoſe who write in Anſwer to his idle and abuſive Pamphlers, 
he calls ſo. And here he is Satyrical and abuſive, and the things touching particular per- 
ſuns, I ſhall leave him; for whether the things be charges them witt, be true or falſe, it ſhews 
his railing diſpoſition and foul mouth, nothing becoming the Gentility and breeding he would 
pretend to; But yet I cannot bur take notice ot bis extream Pride and Vanity, in thinking and 
ranking himſelf as a State and Church Martyr, and his jufily ſutlering for his abuſive Pen, he 
calls ſuffering with the King and with the Church, an1 tor their fakes alſo. The Jeſunes ſay 
as much, and it is a vanity inherent to fuch Martyrs. But it now appears, that the Repreſen- 
eatives of the whole Kingdom, have no ſuch Opinicn of the Service he has done, either to King 
or Church, but rather to the contrary, by his many abuſes puc upon the people in his Pam- 
phlers, has much difſerted either, He fays it is the part 4 the Devil himſelf to lacken and 
defame, and after he has thus faid Grace, talls to with open mouth, and blackens and defames 
all he can, with the fpleen and rancour of a Cyn:c4: eſpecially one little Creature as be ny 
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him, which little Creature indeed has been a Goad in his ſide, and bas piick's che Bull {6 hard, 
as has mace him bellow full loudly. But he is not only Splenetick at Mr, Care, for writing 
ſmartly againſt bim, but bas alſa put Mr. Czrris in ſeveral of bis Pamphlets, amorg the Li- 
bellers, for exerciſing bis Frade of Publiſhing Printed Books and Pamphlets. He is fo very 
dogged a (nic,that he will let no body live in Peace,that he thinks loves not him, or believes nor 
well of his railing. The very acquaintance of any that writes againſt him, is enough to make him 
a Libeller,and there are ſeveral co my own knowledge that hardly ſpake of him,tbat he has abu- 
ſed becauſe Friends or Relations to thoſe who have anſwered ſome of his Scurrilities, But he is 
no ways genreelly Satyrical, but a down _= abuſer and ſcofter, without Salt or Wit, ' and 
where he cannot charge 'em with any thing of Crime or diſhoneſty, rather than be wanting ro 
his own Malice, he will ſeek for natural dete&s; which alſo if he cannor find, he will Create, 
and rather than want matter for his Buffoonery, will play with the Viſage of a man, and render 
it like a Viſard, an Ape or a Monky. or any thing that will render the perſon ridiculous. An 
old Jeſuitical trick, who upon the Reformation in England, and the eltabliſhing of che Prote- 
ſtant Religion, made the Common People of Spazn believe that all the Engiſo were turned in- 
to Mnſters, and were all metamorphiſed into ſtrange Creatures, with Aſtes heads, and Mon- 
kies rails, ſo that when our late Sovereign arrived there with all his Train, they were not a little 
amazed to find han-:{ome men inſtead of Monſters, as the Jefuites had ſworn them all to be, 

att fo does this Satyrical Wit play upon the Viſages and poſturcs of ſeveral perſons, rendring 
them almoſt as diſeniſed as his own, but this is pitiful and mean, However they have fince 
thought it good, par pari referre, and to Anſwer his Ske/dri, as be had made others Owls and 
'Monkies, ſo have they changed him into the Cur Towzer. 

As for his particular malice to Dr. Oatzs, that plainly appears to be the buſineſs of the party, 
who ſet him on, who thruſt this filly ſcratching Cats foor of his into the fire, to pull out the 
Nut, that is to abuſc him, and to render him ridiculous, and to endeavour to make him in 
linle eſteem with the People, that his Evidence might be flighted, or elſe he, certainly would 
never have fo publickly ſcoff'd at a perſon that has merired fo much of all good men, and all 
Proteftants ir; this Kingdom, in firlt diſcovering this moſt Horrid Popiſh Plot. Now to uſe his 
own words ; Is not the World come to a fine paſs now, when ſuch a Fellow as this, ſhall hold 
the Ballance of Empires? That ſhall be the Pillar to ſupport the Crown and Miter ? that ſhall 
charge the whole Body of Presbyterians with Fanaticiſm and Rebellion ? That makes ſport wich 
that Tool the Plot? as the Bufloon calls it: and to canton out all people that write againſt 
him, or the Plor to be Libellers, Fools, Egyptian Locuſts, and what not * 

But as to his Reaſons of his Libellers Rancour againſt him , firſt, he ſays, That they ſay he 
began with them; But chat I ſu poſe is not the true ground of the Quarrel, they endeavoured 
to take up the Cudgels againſt him, ſeeing him lay about him ſo furiouſly, that be might nor 
fight with his own ſhadow, and like an over-grown Coloſſus of Wit, terrifie an whole Nation, as if 
none dnrſt Cope with him. Burt the chief and true ground was indeed to undeceive the People, 
and to let them ſee this Papit in diſguiſe, and as be ſays himſelf for harping ſo unſeaſonably on 
that one String of 41, without any ground at all, and this he terms their Rancour, This he 
would evade by his old way if you willbelieve him (he'l make you think the Moon is made of 
green Cheeſe) for he tells you the weighty reaſons of all his frivolous, icurrilous and ſcandalous 
{cribling, which were either to defend himſelf, or to unmaxk the fallacy of impoſing on 
the people z (that is, that you might believe him and no body elfe) or to lay open the Arts 
by which the Ciry of London was formerly betrayed to Slavery and Faction (that is, to have moſt 
of them thoughr-Raſcals) or for the undeceiving the credulous people, that bad been miſled un- 
happily by the accurſed Libel called the eAppeal, and therefore he wrote his (3r and Bumpkin, 
which grofly abuſes both City and Country ; Glorious ends, and as well acquitred. As for Dr. 
Otes, he has but improved his Diſcoveries, and help'd his Evidence towards the rooting our all 
the Prieſts and Jeſuites out of the Land: that js, by deſtroying Presbytery, and all the diſguiſed 
Remiſh Prieſts and Papiſts amongſt chem, that the Proteſtants Maſqueders may chrow off their 
V.zards, andappear bare fac'd, 

He.ſtill proceeds to tell you his good intent and meaning, in putting forth his many Pamphlets, 
nay and the good they haveeffe&ted, by making ſome Converts, and ſatisfying and corfirming 
others, if you will believe him. Ic is very hard, that he ſhould do thoſe chings by choſe very 
means which has cffended moſt of che Nation, eſpecially the more ſober and moderate fort, and 
rcnired himſelf of being ſuſpe&ed no true Son of the Church, nor faithful Servant of the King, 
bur all the while ſerving another Intereſt. He ſays, p. 24. he has loved loug enough in the World 
to underſtand in ſome meaſure both Men and Books, and that popular paſſions are moved by po- 
palar Diſcourſes, as the Waves of the Sea by the power of the Winds, 1t is the firit Office of Po- 
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litical Pamphlets in all caſe of deſign upou any emment alteration of the State to poſſeſs the people 
with falſe Notions, &c. Now may not. we ſuppoſe that Mr. Z' Efrange well knowing theſe 

Laxims, has followed them (or at leaſt' ſeems fo in the eyes of mauy) and now, when ſo 
oreat a deſign of the alceration of che Government was in hand, which is the P LOT, has moſt 
fairly and opportunely taken the time of croubling and muddying the waters with the filth of 41, 
nothing but all the Miſcarriages of the Schiſmaticks and Searies muſt be now laid open afreſh, 
to beger diſpguſts and murmurings and jealouſies of one part againſt another, and inſtead of clo- 
fiag up the breach, asa good man ought to have done, and of calling to Unicy, he nothing but 
roars out 41, 41, inevery paper, whilſt the Jeſuicical Defiga in the mean time is working. the 
ruine of z Kingdoms, Divide & [mpera, ſet them together by the ears, and we ſhall do the 
work , but yet do it under the notion of ſerving the King and Kingdom by all means. The 
Gentleman is angry at the liberty of the Preſs, I cannot blame him, but *is hoped whatever re- 
ſtraiat ſhould be put thereon by Authority, char ir ſhall never fall under Mr. Z*Eſtran3es band 
to be a Licenſer, for then'twill be very hard to ger any thing Liceaſed that ſhould be wrote a- 
gainſt the Papiſts, but ſhould be ſifted, as he had ſerved teveral when he had power ; Wri- 
ting again(t the Plot, he calls wricing againſt the Gavernment: and writing againſt him, he 
calls writing againſt Superiours and Magiſtrates: writing againſt Papilts, is an unduciful and in- 
temperate pradice againlt the publick peace, to the extream hazard and diſhonour of the State. 
And yer this is the Doctor who protelles in his Papers, Antidotes againſt all Peſtilent and Poyſo- 
nous Infufions, The State Quack, who purges the Nation of its errors, The Heocus Pocus that 
reſolves all its riddles and expounds their meaning. The 7ealor for the Church, and one who 
has Dedicated Sou], Body, Fortune, Intereſts tothe Service of his Prince and Country. 

He next proceeds to diſcover the Deſigns and Practices on the publick Peace, by the ſpread- 
ing Scandalous and dangerous Libels, a great many of which he quotcs, and we agree with hims 
that ſuch pernicious Libellers do mach miſchief in a State, but as they have always been, and 
ever will be as Vermine in a State, fothey areliablero the Laws and anſwerable to them, let 
ſuch be puniſhed, bur let not all that write againſt Mr, Z'Eſtrange be thruſt among theſe pack of 
Libellers ; nor let it be in the power of Mr. L*E#range to be the only Judge of what is fit to 
be Printed, and what not. 

In the laſt place he croubles himſelf to lictle parpoſe, how far in lonour and Juſtice a Prince 
or State ought to countenance and prote& the Aerror: of their Rights or Priviledges ; we grant 
'tis much to their Honour aud great Juſtice to do ir, but yet we will not ſay, Therefore Mr. L'E- 
ſtrange ought to be countenanced or rewarded, as ſuch an Afſertor of the Rights or Privi- 
ledges of the King and Kingdom. I ſhall leave him with his Politicks, and draw to a Concluſi- 
on, which is, That I have wrote this very brief Anſwer to Mr. L'E trange's plauſible Appeal, 
without any thing of rancour or malice, or particular Spleen againſt the man, but to ſhew the 
World that all is not Gold that gliſters, and that Mr, L'Eftrange is not the Loyal Perſon he pre- 
tends to, nor a State Martyr, but one that ſufſers, (in the Opivion of moſt,) juſtly for his own 
folly, 
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
